The  Environmental  Council  is  again 
issuing  Requests  for  Proposals,  offering 
opportunities  across  campus  to  give 
further  breadth  and  depth  to  environmen- 
tal study  and  research.  The  RFP's  seek 
proposals  for: 

♦  providing  research  experience  for 
undergraduate  students; 

♦  developing  environmentally  related 
courses  especially  those  that  comple- 
ment the  Environmental  Scholars 
Program; 

♦  supporting  symposia,  workshops  and 
lecture  series  on  environmental  studies 
and  science; 

♦  subsidizing  the  hiring  of  faculty 
members  who  have  a  focus  on 
environmental  study  and  research. 
This  may  include  supporting  a  faculty 
member  who  would  serve  as  coordina- 
tor for  the  Environmental  Scholars 
Program.

Research  for  undergraduates 

The  Environmental  Council  requests 
proposals  from  UI  undergraduate 
students  and  their  advisors  or  prospective 
advisors  to  fund  research  leading  to  a 
senior  thesis  or  independent  study 
project  to  be  completed  by  May  1999- 
The  council  expects  to  fund  up  to  20 
of  these  projects  with  budgets  in  the 
$1,000  -  $2,500  range.  Topics  may 
come  from  the  full  spectrum  of

Preference  will  be  given  to  work  that 
results  in  a  senior  thesis.  The  student  will 
be  expected  to  take  a  minimum  of  4  hours 
of  senior  thesis  or  independent  study 
credit  during  the  academic  year  to 
undertake  the  proposed  research.

The  students 
supported  by  the  program  will  be 
designated  Undergraduate  Environmental 
Research  Scholars  and  are  expected  to 
present  the  results  of  their  work  at  a 
symposium  held  by  the  Environmental 
council  in  April  1999. 

Funding  requests  may  include 
laboratory  expenses,  field  work,  travel, 
report  preparation  and  other  appropriate 
costs.  Salaries  will  not  be  funded. 

The  proposals  will  be  evaluated  on: 
relevance  to  environmental  science/ 
studies;  quality  of  proposed  work  and 
likelihood  of  success;  academic  record  of 
the  student;  extent  of  matching  support 
provided  from  sources  outside  the  EC; 
extent  of  interaction  of  the  student  with 
graduate  students,  post-doctoral  fellows 
and  other  researchers,  and  extent  of 
commitment  by  the  faculty  member.

Although  other 
proposals  will  be  accepted  and  considered, 
the  council  is  particularly  interested  in 
receiving  proposals  for  the  development  of 
courses  for  undergraduate  students 
enrolled  in  the  proposed  Environmental 
Scholars  Program  (ESP).  Existing  courses 
might  also  be  modified  to  fit  the  criteria.  A 
complete  description  of  types  of  courses  to 
be  offered  is  available. 

The  Environmental  Council  was 
created  in  1997  with  various  goals, 
including  stimulating  the  development  of 
new  courses  and  curricula  to  augment 
campus  offerings  in  the  broad  field  of 
environmental  studies.  The  council  has 
funds  available  to  award  as  course-  and 
curriculum-development  grants,  and 
expects  to  have  these  funds  available  on  a 
continuing  basis  in  future  years.

Letter  from  the  Director 

It  has  now  been  a  year  since  the  Environmental  Council  was  formed.  Although  this 
entity  is  new,  by  an  organization's  standards,  I  believe  we've  made  some  great  strides 
towards  our  mission.  I  wrote  in  the  first  issue  of  the  EC  Link  that  we  faced  an  exciting  set  of 
challenges  that  include  fostering  course  development  and  faculty  hiring,  supporting 
seminars,  workshops  and  symposia  and  supporting  research.  The  council  has  begun  that 
process  through  the  results  from  its  first  series  of  calls  for  proposals  last  fall.  Environmen- 
tally focused  research  projects,  faculty  hiring,  seminars,  course  and  curriculum,  lecture 
series  and  an  international  symposium  received  support  from  the  council  and  will  affect 
enviromental  study  and  discussion  on  campus  over  the  next  year.  We  are  now  in  the  midst 
of  issuing  yet  another  series  of  requests  for  proposals  as  the  council  also  moves  ahead  in 
other  areas. 

Tied  in  with  the  RFPs  is  one  of  the  programs  being  developed  by  the  council.  Called  the 
Environmental  Scholars  Program,  it  is  for  undergraduate  students,  giving  some  of  the 
university's  best  and  brightest  the  opportunity  to  delve  more 
deeply  into  the  study  of  the  environment.  To  that  end,  some  of 
the  courses  and  curriculum  chosen  through  this  call  will 
support  this  new  program.  We  are  also  seeking  to  hire  an 
existing  or  new  faculty  member  to  serve  as  coordinator  of  this 
program. 

In  addition,  the  council  is  sponsoring  its  first  conference, 
Environmental  Horizons  98,  featuring  keynote  speaker  Nobel 
prize  winner  Dr.  F.  Sherwood  Rowland,  [see  page  3]  We  have 
been  asking  for  research  abstracts  from  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students  and  faculty  members  from  across  all  disciplines  at  the  UI. 

It's  been  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  council.  These  are  only  small  highlights  of 
the  many  activities  in  which  we've  been  involved  throughout  the  year.  We  are  now  assess- 
ing our  first  year  and  looking  to  the  many  tasks  ahead  of  us  in  coming  years.  The  support 
and  input  of  faculty  across  campus  has  been  so  valuable  to  us.  We  hope  you'll  continue  as 
we  work  together  to  allow  the  UI  to  take  the  lead  in  the  forefront  of  environmental  research 
and  study.

What  is  ESP? 

Expected  to  begin  in  the  fall  of  1999,  the  Environmental  Scholars  Program  [ESP] 

will  provide  selected  undergraduates  with  the  opportunity  to  supplement  their  major 

fields  of  academic  study  with  'a  more  wide-ranging,  interdisciplinary  consideration 

of  environmental  problems  and  problem-solving  methods.  While  coursework  is 

extensive  a  small  sampling  of  the  studies  for  Environmental  Scholars  include: 

J24  Natural-science  study  of  environmental  problems,  including  pollution,  resource 

depletion,  and  disruptions  of  ecosystem  processes; 

S6  Social  aspects  of  these  problems,  including  the  history,  ethics  and  economics  of 

environmental  problems; 

£5  Thematic  seminars  and  problem-assessment  courses  to  help  students  see  how 

work  in  various  fields  is  used  to  understand  problems  and  craft  solutions; 

J2$  Problem  solving  courses  that  allow  students  to  work  in  teams  to  interpret  and 

develop  interdisciplinary  solutions  to  selected  problems. 


Environmental  Horizons  98:  The  EC  celebrates  Earth  Day 


The  Environmental  Council  is 
sponsoring  Environmental  Horizons  98  to 
capture  the  interdisciplinary  nature  of 
environmental  study  and  research  across 
campus.

broader  environmental  awareness  in  and 
outside  their  own  disciplines. 

The  one-day  conference  on  April  21, 
1998,  at  the  Illini  Union,  will  highlight 
current  research  on  the  environment  and 
is  held  in  recognition  and  celebration  of 
Earth  Day.  Keynote  speaker  is  Nobel 
Laureate,  Dr.  F.  Sherwood  Rowland.  The 
topic  of  his  address  is  Megacities,  Biomass 
Burning,  and  Tropospheric  Ozone. 

Sessions  are  being  organized  to 
encompass  the  wide  spectrum  of  environ- 
mental research  activities  currently  at  the 
UI  and  Ul-affiliated  state  surveys.  This 
also  gives  students  and  faculty  an 
opportunity  to  showcase  their  research. 

As  part  of  the  upcoming  conference  a 
call  for  papers  has  been  issued.

A  specific  plan  and  timetable  for 
application  for  additional  funding  and 
significant  initial  matching  funding  from 
another  campus  Unit  are  required.  At  least 
1  to  1  matching  funding  is  preferred. 

Maximum  Environmental  Council 
funding  will  be  $  10,000  unless  the 
development  work  requires  unusual 
technical  assistance.  Larger  grants  may  be 
available  for  proposals  to  develop  multi- 
course  curricula  and  for  projects  involv- 
ing several  faculty  members.

Symposia,  workshops, 
lecture  series 

The  Environmental  Council  is  also 
seeking  proposals  to  fund  symposia, 
workshops,  special  lecture  series,  and 
other  special  events  for  the  1998  -1999 
academic  year  on  topics  related  to 
environmental  science  and  environmen- 
tal studies.  The  council  members  hope  to 
see  an  increase  in  the  interest  in  and 
visibility  of  environmental  programs  at  UI 


through  such  events.  Proposals  in  any  of 
the  wide  range  of  disciplines  related  to 
environmental  science  and  studies  are 
welcome.  Proposed  activities  could 
include  a  year-  or  semester-long  series  or 
be  limited  in  time  such  as  a  one-week 
symposium.  The  council  particularly 
encourages  activities  that  promote  the 
interdisciplinary  and  multidisciplinary 
nature  of  environmental  research  and 
education.  Activities  that  promote  service 
are  also  encouraged. 

The  proposals  will  be  evaluated  on  the 
quality  of  the  proposed  activity,  centrality 
to  environmental  sciences/studies,  the 
extent  of  multidisciplinary  and  interdisci- 
plinary character  [groups  of  faculty  and 
departments  are  encouraged  to  apply], 
extent  of  campus-wide  impact,  connec- 
tion to  curricular  and  research  develop- 
ment and  future  receipt  of  external 
funding. 

Maximum  Environmental  Council 
funding  for  each  proposal  will  be  $5,000. 
At  least  1  to  1  matching  support  is 


encouraged  from  all  areas  of  environ- 
mental research,  including,  but  not 
limited  to:  engineering,  natural  resources, 
ecology,  toxicology,  economic  policy  and 
human  dimensions. 

The  conference  will  include  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions  of  platform 
presentations  and  ongoing  poster  displays. 
Oral  presentations  will  be  selected  by  the 
conference  committee.  Authors  should 
submit  an  abstract  of  their  proposed  paper 
or  poster  display.

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Letter  from  the  Director 

In  a  few  short  months,  we'll  be  holding  our  second  Environmental  Council  sponsored 
conference,  Environmental  Horizons  99-  We  were  delighted  with  the  response  to  the  first 
conference  in  April  1998.  This  year,  we  will  have  a  keynote  speaker  of  great  stature  in  the 
public  and  scientific  communities  —  Steven  H.  Schneider. 

However,  we're  expanding  the  conference  by  a  half-day, 
allowing  for  undergraduate  participation  through  oral 
presentations  by  the  13  Special  Undergraduate  Research 
Experience  [SURE]  students.  Last  fall,  following  a  request  for 
proposals,  more  than  20  students  submitted  requests  for 
support  of  research  with  their  advisors.  The  selected 
participants  have  provided  the  council  with  regular  reports  of 
their  work  and  will  have  presentations  prepared  for  April  21, 
beginning  at  noon,  at  the  Illini  Union.  Posters  will  be  on 
display  both  days  of  the  conference.  We  are  planning  for  four 
oral  presentations  followed  by  four  panel  discussions  during  the  second  day  of  the 
conference  on  April  22. 

This  is  the  just  the  beginning  of  the  council's  work  to  encourage  students  to  become 
involved  in  environmental  study,  whether  they  are  studying  geography,  chemistry,  social 
sciences,  engineering,  history  or  natural  resources.  The  council's  proposal  for  the 
Environmental  Scholars  Program,  similar  to  the  Ill's  honors  program  will  soon  be  going  to 
the  Provost,  then  the  University  Senate  for  approval.

A  recent  call  for 
proposals  will  continue  to  fill  out  that  curriculum. 

The  council  is  also  supporting  student  involvement  through  its  efforts  to  help  the 
student  chapter  of  the  International  Water  Resources  Association  bring  Paul  Simon  to 
campus  on  April  26,  to  talk  to  students  about  environmental  issues.  Simon  just  published 
the  book  "Global  Water  Demand  and  Implications  to  World  Peace  and  Foreign  Policy." 

We  have  now  been  in  existence  for  two  years  and  find  we  are  steadily  making  progress 
in  meeting  the  goals  set  by  the  Provost  at  our  inception.  We  also  recognize  the  depth  of 
work  that  needs  to  be  done  continue  the  progress  of  the  UI  as  a  premier  institution  in  the 
study  of  the  environment.  Your  input  and  support  are  welcome.  Feel  free  to  contact  us  if  you 
need  more  information,  or  want  to  participate  in  environmental  education  and  research 
programs.  We  are  continually  welcoming  new  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Environment 
and  have  plenty  of  room  for  more!

Keynote  speaker  prolific  in  scientific  and  popular  press 


Stephen  H.  Schneider,  keynote  speaker 
for  Environmental  Horizons  99,  is  a 
scientist  of  both  professional  and  public 
renown. 

He  was  honored  in  1992  with  a 
MacArthur  Fellowship  for  his  ability  to 
integrate  and  interpret  the  results  of 
global  climate  research.  He  has  served  as 
a  consultant  to  federal  agencies  and  White 
House  staff.  He  also  received,  in  1991,  the 
American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science/  Westinghouse 
Award  for  Public  Understanding  of 
Science  and  Technology. 

Dr.  Schneider  received  his  Ph.D.  in 
Mechanical  Engineering  and  Plasma 
Physics  from  Columbia  University  in 
1971.  He  studied  the  role  of  greenhouse 
gases  and  suspended  particulate  material 
on  climate  as  a  postdoctoral  fellow  at 
NASA's  Goddard  Institute  for  Space 
Studies.  He  was  at  the  National  Center  for 
Atmospheric  Research  from  1973  -96 , 
where  he  cofounded  the  well-known 


Climate  Project.  In  1975,  he  founded  the 
interdisciplinary  journal,  Climatic 
Change,  and  continues  to  serve  as  its 
editor.  He  has  authored  or  coauthored 
more  than  200  scientific  papers, 
proceedings,  legislative  testimonies;  edited 
books  and  book  chapters;  written  some 
120  book  reviews  and  editorials,  and  has 
been  published  in  newspaper  and 
magazine  interviews.  He  is  a  frequent 
contributor  to  commercial  and 
noncommercial  print  and  broadcast 
media  including  NOVA,  Planet  Earth, 
Nightline,  Today  Show,  Tonight  Show, 
Dateline,  and  Discovery  Channel.  At 
Stanford  University  he  teaches  classes  in  a 
dozen  different  departments  and  courses 
in  Earth  Systems,  Civil  Engineering, 
Biological  Sciences  and  a  Senior  Honors 
Seminar  in  Environmental  Science, 
Technology  and  Policy.
